Mut this 
argument does not apply with tho same 
fureo to the many firms whieh now rent 
godowns. ‘They look to godown rent 
fo reimburse them but if the bonded 
































tem were established, would not rent

have to borrow it from the bank. In 
both enses the iuterest on duties now 
aid directly the goods are landed, is 
lost to tho owner; and, in the lattor, 
without advantage to any ono but. the 
Chineso Goverament.
